The Proposed Route Will Shorten the Line 


Greatly. 


The proposal to build a line of railway 
from Quebec city to a harbor on the 
Labrador coast, is not altogether a new 
praereres It has been talked of before, 
though it has never reached the stage of 
definite. proposals. Any one who will 
take the trouble te look at the maps, will 
at once see what a vast saving in time 
and distance would be made by a rail- 
way to the Labrador coast, for travel and 
tratiic to and from Europe. Of course 
calculating railroad routes with the aid 
of taaps i is rather different from building 
the roads. So far as the maps show,a 
railway to the Laheados coast would be
